ed there along modified lines whereby 
Mr; George- expects to adapt tho Idea 
to the larger cities, 


Awakens Sense of Reaponfibility. 
At the meeting of the Tthaca com- 


mon council, when the plan was adopt- 
ed. Mr. .George illustrated concretely 
how It would work out In practice. He 
did ao by taking up some of the mat- 
ters which had Just como before the 
meeting. 
Young vandals had over- 


turned and defaced torn a gravestones 
In ono of the cemeteries. 
The police 


had been unable to find tho culprits. 
Mr, George pointed out that boys could 
beat be* Interested In the preservation 
of order by being given a sense- of re- 
EponslblHty. 


A question had arisen as to whether 


the trains at a certain railway cross- 
Ing were unduly obstructing traffic, 
No one 'Jrticw just how many trains 
passed this point In a given time. 
There was no Inspector nor money to 
pay for one. Tho councilman from the 
district was called upon, but he plead- 
ed that he was too busy.

N. Y., between the ngc-s of sixteen 
nnd twenty-one, do respectfully c.ill to the 
attention of our elders that, although not 
of age, wo nevertheless feel v-'o have 
reached Hie point where we couKl and 
should actively participate In tho govern- 
ment of our city.

We respectfully call attention to the fact 


that in time of war boys between the ages 
of elxteen and twenty-one are sent to tho 
front to fiElit for their country and are 
frequently as officers placed In positions 
of peculiar responsibility and danger. la 
it not self evident that If youths can thus 
honorably acquit themselves in tiino of 
war they could and should assume the 
less dangerous and onerous responsibili- 
ties of pence! 


Wo find in the annals of history that 


from tlmo Immemorial youths of our age 
have, when placed In positions of trust, 
acquitted themselves creditably. 
Before 


tha age of 
twenty-one Alexander the 


Great was not. only the: ruler of Mncerton, 
but tho dominant power In all Greece; 
Charles James Fox Locarno a member of 
the British parliament before by was of 
a?je. and the younger Pitt La came prime 
minister of Great Britain when' he liad 
scarcely passed his majority. 
In short, 


there is abundant evidence both In the 
past and the preaont that youth can and 


will rise to responsibility when U is placed 
upon them.

soive to organise oursv'vts inio a Junior 
Municipality In order ti::;t v.'v iiuiy at once 
actively serve our city fi< Junior citizens 
and thereby prepare otsr.^lvcj far more 
elrtclent citizenship as Jidnits.

Extension of Junior Republic Idea, 
The Junior' Municipality is merely 


iho latest extension of the self govern- 


'movement for boys and girls 


vrhich was. first introduced Into Amer- 
ica when "WEI!lam R. George founded 
the Junior Republic at FreevlUe, N. Y., 
In IS95. 
Tbe only essential difference 


between this country village and any 
other in America is that this one is In- 
habited by boys and girls under twen- 
ty-one, and tho voting1 age is sixteen.

community I 


"Nothing Without Labor." 


:hat offense by his fellow" cltfzVn'/.'tta 
Judge, where he Is taken in hand by 
his fellow citizen, the Keeper of tho 
Jail, and made to work for the com-, 
munlty without wasos. 
During this 


entire process no adult has any hand 
' 


In the matter. 


This situation was tersely summed 


up by tbe republic's young secretary 
of .state In speaking on the work before 


men's club last winter. Ho Is the 


son of the mayor of a southern city. 
He said, "When I first went to tho 
George Junior Republic they told %io 
their moito was 'Nothing • Without I-a- 
bor." I didn't care much about labor, 
so I didn't labor. Then I was arrested, 
tried and convicted aa a vagrant and 
put into Jail, and then I found my 
motto was, 'Labor Without Nothing.'" 


This miniature republic was tho out- 


growth of a fresh air camp. It started 
as a new kind of reformatory for poor 
boys nnd poor girls whose conduct was 
"a problem." Then similar boya from 
well to do and even rich .families wcro 
admitted, and for them a tuition fee 
was charged, but they were obliged to 
support themselves Just Hfco the ftoor 
boys. 


Finally "Daddy" Georgo came to Ihe 


conclusion that there was "so much 
good In "bad'' boys and girls and so 
much bad in "good" hoys and glrla 
that tho difference between them was 
largely academic after all 
The Ju- 


nior Republic method of giving oppor- 
tunity should be open to all. 
When 


this step was taken Professor Liberty 
Hyde Bailey of Cornell said, "The Ju- 
nior Republic has developed from a 
reformatory method to a great educa-

It the plan, spreads In the 
way it has already started there will 
be in every up to date city a duly 
elected boy mayor and complete set of 
city officiate' In addition to the grown 
up on&s. Only the Junior officials may 
cot all the boy*, for already In the first 
Junior Municipality there are indica- 
tions of a lively struggle on the ques- 
tion of' "votes for girls." 


The Junior Municipality is no toy; 


It Is organized for serious Wbrlc. Each 
Junior official Is to co-operate with tbo 
corresponding aduU officer In tho en- 
forcement of all Jaws and ordinances, 
particularly those affecting boys and 
girls and their Interests. 


The new plan has already been 


launched Jn Ithaca, N. Y., where it has 
been officially adopted by Mayor Rea- 
mer and the city council. Another Ju- 
nior Municipality has been established 
by Mr. George In Cor Hand, N, Y., and 
Mayor Pagan of Jersey City has en- 
thusiastically aaked that ona be start- 
ed there along modified lines whereby 
Mr! George, expects to adapt the Idea 
to the larger cities. 


Awakens Benso of Responsibility. 
At the meeting- of the Ithaca com- 


mon council, when the plan was adopt- 
ed, Sir. George illustrated concretely 
how It would work out In practice. He 
did so by taking up some of the mat- 
ters which had Just come be/ore tho 
meeting1. 
Young vandals had over- 


turned and defaced Eomo gravestones 
In one of tho cemeteries. The police 
bad been unable to find the culprits. 
Mr. George pointed out that boys could 
best be Interested In tho preservation 
of order by being given a jsenaa of ro- 
eponsiblllty. 


A Question had arisen ns to whether 


the trains at a certain railway cross- 
ing were unduly obstructing traffic. 
No one 'knew Just how many trains 
passed this point In a given time. 
There was no Inspector nor money to 
pay for one. The councilman from tho 
district was railed upon, but he plead- 
ed that he was too busy, Mr. George 
suggested that there were scores of 
bovs in the district v.'ho had the time 
and would be glad to make the count 
Such a matter could bo turned over to 
Ms boy colleague by the local council- 
man.

Great was not only [ho ruler of Macedon, 
but the dominant pov/er in all Greece; 
Charles James Fox became a member of 
tho British parliament before be was ot 
a^e, and the younjrcf Pitt becama prime 
minister of Great Britain when hti had 
Ecarcely passed his majority. 
In short, 


thcro Is abundant evidence both in the 
past and the present that youth can and 


will rlsa to responsibility when it 15 placed 
upon them.

was charged, but they were obliged to 
support themselves Just like the poor 
boys.

Finally "Daddy" George came to th« 


conclusion that there was BO much 
good in "bad" boys and girls and eo 
much bad in "good" boya and girls 
that the difference between them was 
largely academic after all, ^ The Ju- 
nior Republic method o£ giving oppor- 
tunity should bo open to all.

this step was taken Professor Liberty 
Hyde Bailey of Cornell said, "Tho Ju- 
nior Republic has developed from, a 
reformatory method to a great educa- 
tional principle."

How the Boys' and Girls' New "Junior Municipality" Was Organized

nior Republics. 


kADDY" GEORGE, founder of 


the famous George Junior 
Republic at Freeville, N. Y.. 
has a new scheme for mak- 


ing American citizens, the Junior Mu- 
nicipality. If ihe plan spreads in ihe 
.way it has already started there will 
be In even' up to date city a duly 
elected boy mayor and complete eet of 
city officials In addition to the grown 
up ones. Only the junior officials may 
-cot air the boys, for already in the first 
Junior Municipality there are. indica- 
tions of a lively struggle on the ques- 
tion of 'Votes for girls." 


The Junior Municipality Is no toy; 


It Js organized for serious work. Each 
Junior official Is to co-operate with the 
corresponding aduH officer in the en- 
forcement of all Jaws and ordinances, 
particularly those affecting boys and 
girls asd their Interests- 


The new plan has already been 


launched in Ithaca, X, Y., where It haa 
been officially adopted by Mayor Rea- 
mer and the city council. Another Ju- 
nior Municipality has been established 
by Mr. George in Cortiand, X. T,, and 
Mayor Pagan of Jersey City has en- 
thusiastically asked that one bo start- 
ed there along modified lines whereby 
Mr. George expects to adapt the idea 
to the larger cities, . 


Awakens Sense of Responsibility. 
At the meeting of the Ithaca com 


mon council, when the plan was adopt- 
ed, Mr. George illustrated concrete;!} 
hovr it would work out in practice. He 
did so by taking- up some of the mat- 
ters which had just come before th 
meeting. 
Young vandals had over- 


turned and defaced some gravestones 
In one of the cemeteries. Tha po 
had been unable to find tho culprits 
Mr. George pointed out that boys coul 
best he Interested In tho preservation 
of order by being glveo a sense of re 
eponsibillty. 


A question had arisen as to whethc

the ago of twenty-one Alexander the 
Great wag not only the ruler of Maccdon, 
but tho dominant power in all Greece; 
Charles James Fox become a member of 
tho IJrltfsh parliament before lie was of 
age, and the younger Pitt became prime 
minister of Great Britain when ho had 
scarcely passed his majority. 
In short, 


there !g abundant evidence both In the 
past and the present that youth can and 


will rise to responsibility when It Is placed 
upon them. 


Such being1 tho case, wa do hereby re- 


solvo to organize ourselves into a Junior 
Municipality in order that, we may at once 
actively servo our city as Junior citizt-ns 
and thereby prepare our=elv^s for more 
efficient citizenship as adults.

If given til* duties and privileges of Jun- 
or citizenship we pledge our sacred honor 
to strive to bo worthy of the fe-reat trust: 
placed upon us. 


Extension of Junior Republic Idea, 


Junior Municipality Is merely 


the latest extension of the -self govern- 
ment movement for boy a and girls 
which was first Introduced into Amer- 
ica when William R. George founded 
the Junior Republic at Freeviile, N. Y., 
In 1S95. The only essential difference 
between this country village nnd any 
other in America is that this one la In- 
habited by boys and girls under twen- 
ty-one, and the voting age is sixteen. 


The. motto of 
the 
community la 


"Nothing Without Labor." 


Any citizen who refuses to work la 


arrested by his fellow citizen, the po- 
lice officer, indicted for vagrancy by 
his fellow citizens on tha grand jury, 
tried, sentenced, and sent to Jail for 


that offense- by his fellow cltlVon*'t^4 
Judge, where he is, taken Jn hand by 
his follow citizen, the keeper of th« 
Jail, and made to work for the com- 
munity without waKc-s. 
During this 


entire process no adult hag any hand 
In the ms.ttor. 


This situation was tersely summed " 


up by the republic's young secretary 
of state In speaking on tho work be-fore 
a men's club last winter. Ho Is the 
son of Iho mayor of a southern city. 
He said, "When J first went to tho 
George Junior Republic they toM mo 
their motto was 'Nothing Without La- 
bor.' I didn't care- much about labor, 
so I didn't labor. Then I was arrested, 
tried and convicted as a vagrant anil 
put into Jail, and then I found my 
motto was, 'Labor Without Nothing-/ " 


This miniature republic was the out- 


growth of a fresh air camp. It started 
as a now kind of reformatory for poor 
boys and poor girls whoso conduct was 
"a problem." 
Then similar boya from 


well to do and even rich families were 
admitted, and for them a tuition, fee 
was charged, but they were, obliged to 
support themselves Just like the poor 
boya. 


Finally "Daddy" George camo to t'h« 


conclusion that there was so much 
good In "bad" boys and girls and so 
much bad In "good" boys and girla 
that the difference between them waa 
largely academic after alL 
The Ju- 


nior Republic method of giving oppor- 
tunity should bo open to all 
When 


this step was taken Professor Liberty 
Hyde Bailey of Cornell said, "The Ju- 
nior Republic has developed from a 
reformatory method to a great educa- 
tional principle.." 


Eight Junior Republics In Being. 


There are now eight Junior Repub- 


lics In different states of tha Union, 
federated Inti tho National Associa- 
tion of Junior Republics, with head- 
quarters fn tho Tribune building, New 
York city. Mr. George Is the national 
director. Last'^onth a similar com- 
munity was started In Dorset, England, 
known as "tho Little Commonwealth." 


An extension of the work has coma 


through tho organization of tho "Self 
Government Committee1' in New York. 
Through Its activities tho Junior Re- 
public principles havo been applied to 
a great number of-schools and Institu- 
tions. 
There are 
thirty-six: public 


schools In and about New York city 
organized 
on 
somo 
self 
governing 


basis, and tho committee is In touch 
with 160 more throughout the country. 


Self government among youth Is a 


basic political as well as educational 
movement. 
Just as children can only 


learn to write by writing or to read by 
reading, BO they can only learn po- 
litical and social thought and, action 
through political and social thought 
and action.
